My treaty provisions with the federal 
government. He asserted that the ques- 
'tion raised is one of vital importance to 
our nation, in its relation to foreign gov- 
ernments. 


He pointed out that it is not to be pre- 


sumed that the people of tin- I'niteit 
States intended to confer upon the fed- 
eral government a less power than hud 
teen exercised by other nations slaw the 
dawn of civilization. 


Federal Power Necessary. 


"If it be true th:it the federal K»v- 


crnment may not make a treaty upnn 
any matter which is ordinarily reserved 
for the 
governmental 
control nf 
the 


state," he paid. " a principal part nf 
the treaty-making power, as it has been 
exercised for more than nne hundred and 
twenty-five years, is swept away, for 
the central government has exercised 
this power, and it is absolutely neces- 
sary that it should do so in order to 
protect foreign American citi/cns in th'-ir 
rights and to demand and receive for our 
citizens the same, rights in foreign coun- 
tries. 
We cannot expect that .Ameri- 


can citizens will be respected ami re- 
ceive the protection to which they arc 
entitled under the principles of interna- 
tional law and the custom of nation" if 
we declare that our government is so 
'impotent that, it cannot give to foreign 
citizens within the states the same pro- 
tection."

Labor Day and Its Holiday. 


In an enlarging measure year l>y yoar the American 


people are coming into an appreciation of I-i1»or day and 
its significance, and to a greater derive they arc coining to 
share a deepened grasp of its sigmti.-aiire. Originally set 
apart by organized labor, and still owing its existence 
chiefly to the men and women affiliated with the toilers' 
organizations, the holiday has forcefully impressed itself 
upon the entire, people as more than merely a brief span 
of respite from the round of duties in shop, in fn.-tory and 
m store. Its significance extends much deeper than that. 
We dignify honest toil in America, and deservedly so. 
Always recognized as a necessity in the scheme of human 
existence, it has risen hi the st-ale of appreciation as we 
'.Live come to analyze the essential part it plays. Even the 
most menial of callings have been invested with a dignity 
which, though long denied, has always been deserved. 
Labor is each year approaching more nearly the high rank 
to which it is entitled. It, is commanding respect and pop- 
ular interest today as never before. This is notably em- 
phasized in the. trend toward workmen's compensation 
laws, toward shortening hours of labor, in insisting upon 
requirements for sanitation and safety during working- 
hours and placing a new emphasis upon human values. 
Schools are turning attention to vocational education. 
They are coining into the realization of the need of equip- 
ping the pupils with a more intensely practical knowledge 
of doing things. They are, in truth, recognizing the neces- 
sity for labor and that in merely fitting the boy and girl 
to find short and easy cnts to fortune through the trick ot 
appropriating the fruits of the toil of others they are not 
laying a good foundation for American citizenship. The 
dignity, the nobility of honest work is better understoot 
today than over before in American history. So, then, 
Labor day is in its larger sense not alone the holiday oi 
the .shopman and the mechanic. It is big enough and 


" broad enough that every man, every woman, every hoy 


and every girl who does useful work in any capacity may j 
Lave a part in it and share in the ennobling consciousness | 
that rewards helpful endeavor. Labor day has meant! 
much. It will mean still more when we are able to better 
grasp its deepest and broadest significance.
